Ex-Boy Scout leader found guilty 



CHIPPEWA FALLS — A for- 
mer Boy Scout txoop leader was 
found guilty Friday of felony sex- 
ual contact with a juvenile member 
of his Boy Scout troop, 

James J. Razer, 60, formerly of 
Chippewa Falls but now living in 
Tony, pleaded no contest to the 
charge. 

Razer, a Chippewa Indian, fre- 
quently gave sdueauonal seminars 
at area schools and churches on 
Indian lore- and history, including 
performing authentic Indian 



dances. 

Razer allegedly initiated the sex- 
ual contact with a 10-year-old 
member of his scout troop at 
Razer* s Chippewa Fails home in 
1985 and 1986. Razer, who was a 
scout leader for 13 years, voluntari- 
ly stepped down from the position 
about three years ago. 

Judge Roderick Cameron post- 
poned sentencing until a pre- 
sentence investigation is completed 
and continued Razer's Si 0,000 sig- . 
nature bond. 



Razer faces a maximum penalty 
of five years in" prison and a 
510,000 fine on the amended 
charge, Razer was initiaiiy charged

A 60-year-old former Chippewa Fails Boy Scout 
troop leader has been charged with first degree sexual 
assault by the Chippewa County District Attorney's 
Office. 

A. criminal complaint was filed by District Attorney 
Tom Starr Tuesday against James L Razer, 117 W. 
Canal Sc, alleging he had sexual contact with a juve- 
nile member of the troop. 

Razer has been ordered to make his initial appear- 
ance on the felony charge on Aug. 22. 

The charge is a Class B felony. If found guilty of 
the charge, Razer could face a maximum sentence of 
20 years in prison. 

According to the criminal complaint, Razer invited 
the then 1 0-year-oid boy over to his residence to 
show him Indian dances.

OF DECISION DENYING REGISTRATION 



1 . If registration is refused, the applicant may request a review of this 
decision. This request must be in the form of a written request from 
the individual which includes his or her version of the facts supporting 
the claim that registration should not have been denied. 

2. Upon receipt of the written request for review, the president of the 
local council shall appoint a committee to review the situation. 

3. The appointed committee should review the facts as presented, and, 
in addition, may interview any persons whose testimony might assist 
the committee in discovering the truth and arriving at a correct 
decision. 

4. A confidential report will be given to the applicant setting forth the 
decision of the committee. 

5. The applicant may — if he or she does not agree with the decision — 
request a review from the regional director. • 

6 . [f the regional review does not satisfy the applicant, he or she may ask 
for further review by the National Council. The decision by the 
National Council is final.
